GENTRY AND ROBERT J, 


Unable to Lower World's Records at 


Syracuse Thursday. 


Thirty thousand persons attended the 


New York state fair at Syracuse Thurs- 
day. The special features were the at- 
tempts of John R. Gentry and Robert J. 
to lower the world's record for half-mile 
tracks. Both horses failed in this, al- 
though Gentry first lowered the state 
record, made a year ago on the same 
track by Joe Patchen, from 2.07i to 2.061- 
Robert J. was then brought out with E. E. 
Brown up. The little geldiag on receiv- 
ing the word started off at a fast clip. The 
first quarter was made in 31? and the 
half in 1.01?, the world's record for the 
distance on half-mile tracks. The old 
champion was going at a 2.031 pace and 
everyone expected to see him break the 
world's record made by Joe Patohen at 
Combination park, Boston, a year ago, of 
2.01:;, but he was not equal to the effort, 
the third quarter being done in 32 [and 
the last one in 31j. The time for the heat 
was 2.051, which not only is the state rec- 
ord tor ail kinds of horses for a mile on 
Lall'-uiile tracks, but is also the world's 
record for geldings for that distance on 
the same kind of track.

Does It Mean That Prance 


Re=conquer AIsace= 


Lorraine ? 


Paris, Aug.27.—The morning newspapers 


of this city express delight at the facts 
that by the mention of the word "Alli- 
ance" in the toast of the Czar aud Presi- 
dent Faure on board the French crusier, 
Pothuans, at Cronstadt yesterday, the 
world has apparently been informed that 
a distinct understanding really exists be- 
tween France and Russia, and that this 
understanding is evidently the nature of 
an alliance for the preservation of the 
peace of Europe. 


Some of the French papers, however, 


the Happel, for instance, are inclined to 
believe thatthe "Alliance" means Russia's 
support of France in the event of the lat- 
ter attempting to re-conquer Alsace and 
Lorraine from Germany. 
The Gauiois 


says of the mentioning of the word "Al- 
liance:" "Such an expression was not 
inserted in the toast for nothing. It was 
no mere verbal flourish." The Renver: 
•'Are flourishes in the Czar's toast, and 
we can only see in it the very inspiration 
of the Alliance." 


The Soliell 
remarks, "Something is 


changed in the world today, France- 
Russia alliance makes its appearance as a 
groat force in the world's international 
politics." The Radscal aays, "We dream- 
ed of an alliance for revenge and wo have 
an alliance for peace. We must bid fare- 
well to our patriotic hopes." The Au- 
thorite however takes d different view of 
the question saying: "Alter the Czar's re- 
ference to Tight and equity,' it is no 
longer forbidden that France should think 
of Alsace and Lorraine."

President Ingralls presented the claims 


and attractions of the city in a happy 
speech, and the committee retired. 


Delegate Woodruff of California pre- 


sented the claims of San Francisco. 


On the first ballot Cincinnati received 


526 votes and Sam Francisco 214. 
The 


vote had not been announced when Mr. 
Woodruff withdrew San Francisco and 
ftsked that the selection of Cincinnati be 
made unanimous. This was agreed to 
by acclamation.

To those who take a superficial view of 


pass ug events, the reception given Presi- 
dent Faure by the czar is eloquent of that 
•pint which proclaims peace on earth and 
good will to man. It portends the ultimate 
fraternity of nations and the approach of 
that epoch when the Instruments of war- 
fare shall be converted into plowshares 
and pruning hooks. Rain gave way to a 
glorious burst of sunshine. The grand 
park from the palace to the sea was bril- 
liant in the mingled colors of France and 
Rus.ia. Nothing was missing that could 
add lo imperial pomp and pageantry. 
The vast crowd assembled was in gala- 
day attire. Custom, which marks the 
laws of an unquestioned absolutism, was 
set aside and the park opened to the com- 
mon people. Children waved the tri- 
colai and came with offerings of flowers. 
The czar of .Russia drove ia magnificent 
state to welcome the president of France, 
Autocracy clasped the hand of Republic- 
anism amid the acclaim of thousands, and 
then embraced, that the question of their 
sincerity might forever bo set aside.

Both have the 
mo.^t worldly ambitions, and none of

mav be preserved. Diplomacy conceived 
the whole program in selfishness,just as it 
did the reception of the kaiser. As the 
harbinger of universal peace, justice and 
contentment, it is a base counterfeit.

TELEPHONES FOR FARMERS. 


They Help to Remove the Isolation of 


Farm Life. 


Among the greatest evils and burdens 


of farm life has never been reckoned the 
eolitucle which it entails on the women ot 
the household. 
Many a wife has faded 


away booauae of the lonesoraeness of her 
toil far from tha associations of those in 
whom sbe haa an interest. A new western 
experiment has opened » way to avoid this 
and substitute for the isolation of the farm 
ft close connection with neighbors that 
means better enjoyment for all. 


Situated in central Kansas are a num- 


ber of farms and ranches owned by rela- 
tives and close friends. 
Growing weary 


of the long drives between residences—ior 
the distances on the prairies are magnifi- 
cent—the farmers began experimenting 
with telephones and have put in working 
order a neighborhood system that is at- 
tracting wide attention. It stfirta from a 
little railroad station, and tho wires are 
attached to the harbcd wire of the ranch 
fences, no insulating process being used, 
it only being carefully arranged so thfit 
there shall be no broken wires. 
Whore 


the wire crosses the road it is lifted on 
high polea until it will clear even the big 
loads of prairie hay, then comes down nnd 
Is stapled to a fence post and connected 
with the barbed wire again. 
The resi- 


dences along the route have plain 86 in- 
struments, which are the principal portion 
of the expense. 
Tho line Is about six 


miles loug and connects a half dozen 
homes. The women con talk with one 
another as well as if they were in the same 
room, and on pleasant mornings when all 
the instruments are In use it is quite a so- 
cial affair. The men who have large stock 
interests receive semidaily market quota- 
tions from the depot, dictate their orders 
for buying and selling, and one of them 
manages, largely by wire, a cheese factory 
in a neighboring town. Contrary to ull 
expectations, there is no leakage iu posts, 
and the conversation between the most 
widely separated points is carried on eas- 
ily. 
The success of the line bos encour- 


aged the building of others, and it is proba- 
ble that the barbed wire fences of the 
plains will soon be generally employed for 
telephone lines. 


Tho recent experiments with rural de- 


livery of mail in prairie communities htive 
been very successful, and although there 
are such widely separated homes as are not 
known in the east the carriers found it 
much appreciated and were able to servo 
whole neighborhoods by a single visit. Tho 
families of the farmers wore greatly de- 
lighted by the innovation. 


The farmer hns been the recipient of 


many labor having devices, but his family 
has had far less benefit from the advance- 
ment of the times. 
The coming of these 


new achievements promises to make more 
happiness in the fanner's home arid to re- 
move thefeeliug of isolation which has been 
BO great a barrier to the bringing up of a 
family far from the centers of population 
and business. With the telephone at hand, 
a buggy iu the bnrc, mail delivered at tha 
door, and a bicycle perhaps for an occa- 
sional spin, there ought to be a way to solve 
the ever present problem of how to keep 
tho boys and girls on tho farm.—.

er's younger son, William, who WHS fonnd 
wandering about borne time afterward. 
Ho seemed in a dazed condition, and his 
garments were bloody. In the news dis- 
patches sent from Kunsns at that time lit- 
tle or no doubt was expressed that Wil- 
liam Sells, then barely 16 years oM and sn 
fragile that he weighed scarcely 83 pounds, 
Lad killed his father, mother, sister and 
brother to puin possession of tho family 
property. .Eight hundred dollars in money, 
which tho farmer \vfts known to have in 
thB house, was missing. 
William was 


tried and contioteil. 


Cupital punishment Is a dead letter In 


Kansas, but the young man has been in 
prison 11 yenrs. He lacks force of charuo 
ter and bits no ability to assert himself. 
He 1ms always daolared his innocence, 
however, and latterly, taking into conoid- 
eration the improbability thnft a slender 
and delicate youth could have accomplish- 
ed such u deed, especially ns there were 
signs of a struggle, many Ransaus hnve 
come to believe him. 
The state board at 


pivrdons has lately recommended his ru- 
lease from prison, yet nho mystery as M 
who did commit tha murders, If not tin 
boy, is as deep as ever, :>ud the efforts of a 
Kansas City newspaper to collect evidence 
(uiatalDing William's original strange story 
of "two men on horseback" have not been 
notably successful.—New York Times. 


The Pariei&n Chef. 


The tendency in all the French restau- 


rants of tho present day is to prepare 
meals for the chance customers who may 
happen in at anytime of thedny, says Tho 
Cbantauquan. Meals are eaten In a great- 
er hurry than formerly, even In France, 
where it used to be the habit during the 
fiercest revolutionary and communistic 
struggles whon the time of dejeuner cnma 
for each side to stop lighting for an hour 
or so and dtivote itself 
to the midday 


meal. The hurry and anxiety of modern 
life are slowly destroying whatever was dis- 
tinclive In French cooking, which cannot 
bo properly done in haste or when food is 
required in very large quantitiea. The 
development of club life is partly respon- 
sible for this, and the latter is only an- 
«ther sign of the deep lying social prob- 
lems which confront modern existence at | 
every step. 
Men in fashionable society 


dine more frequently at tho club than SSiey 
do at their own homes. Fewer peopla 
marry than formerly, home life is decreas- 
ing and club life increasing; hence tho last 
refuge of tho Parisian chef is at the fash- 
ionable clubhouses, which are now count- 
ed by tho score, and most of which sec 
very good tables. 


Scrub Colts Often Improve. 


In order to insure a profit above the 


cost of raising snclfto have only large, 
fine horses of the highest type to place 
upon the market, a leading turf paper 
editorially suggests that it might be 
good policy and true economy for breed- 
era to kill the oalla when young, thus 
getting rid of the small and inferior 
youngsters. Had this suggestion been 
heeded in the past and had breeders 
killed what in their opinion was a 
worthless runt of a scrub, some of the 
most prominent and even, grandest 
horses of this country would have died 
very young. Andrew Jackson, sire of 
Henry Clay and the founder of the Clay 
family, was such an inferior little fel- 
low when foaleiVthat his owner deter- 
mined to kill him, but his wife, Mrs.

Vermont Black Hawk, one of the most 
elegant stallions that ever lived and the 
sire of Ethan Allen, who in turn sired 
Daniel Lambert, founder of the distin- 
guished family of that name, w«£ at 
first BO small ai:d unpromising thaS his 
breeder, Mr. Tv/cmbly, was undecided! 
whether to kill him or give him away, 
and finally decided upon the latter 
lourse.—Boston Herald. 


They Disappeared Together, and No One 


Knoirs the Outcome of the Alliance.

"The work was carried on with a mam- 


moth sea harrow," said Ben, "with which 
tho tenacious blue clay at the bottom of 
the bnr was broken up. 
It 13 n ponderous 


affair, nnd was dragged back and fortli 
along the channel by means o£ strong 
cables and a small steam tug, and its 
•weight would sink the steel blades attached 
to the roller in tlie sticky conglomerate 
and tear It np so that tho outgoing tide 
\vow d wash away tho loose earth and 
deejwn the channel on the bnr. 


"In addition to the harrow, dynamite 


was used in 50 pound charges, exploded (its 
intervals where tlio hard shell and coral- 
like formations would not yield to the har- 
row. Our mel hod of exploding the charges 
was very simple. 
Wo hftd w small reel on 


another tug, around which was colled a 
etout cable, anil around ;; •windlass was an- 
other smaller ropa and a wire for explod- 
ing the charge. 


"The dj'nnmite wag fixed for exploding 


nnd placed in (in old gunnysack and earn- 
fully lowered over the side, while tho tug 
moved off some 50 ynrds, and as soon na 
the dynamite was snfo at tha bottom and 
wa were at n safe distance, away the but- 
ton vraG touched, and tho charge wont off, 
sending up jets o" water quite 100 feet 
high and (raqiicmtly sending Dno fifh to 
the top, where they were, picked up by tbo 
men, but occasionally a charge would fzul 
to explode, nnd in such an instance we 
would haul away on tho smaller line and 
tow tho dynamite to the surface and rear- 
range the fuse and diop it overboard for a 
fresh trial. 


"One day we were out near tho bar 


working nway and had got off peveral 
charges very successfully. 
At I'ist wo 


steamed off some distance from where wo 
had been at work and dropped a 50 pound 
bundle of tho explosue overboard, and 
after moving off to o safe distance v.'o tried 
to explode It, but it did not explodn, ai.d 
we began to liaul in the ropo to -\Ylileh it 
was attached to see what the trouble was. 
Tbo men who wcro lugging at tho rope 
remarked that it must have become entan- 
gled in a portion of some old wreck, as it 
was so hard to tow in. 
An extra effort;, 


however, soemed to loosen the obstrut tion, 
and wo redoubled our efforts. 
Suddenly 


two groat slimy arms carno Ujj out of the 
sea and slapped against the fiidu of tho 
tug, and than another reached one toward 
the gunwale, and at tho snnio time, tho 
bundle of dynamite, clutol.ed in the tenta- 
cles of a gigantic devilfish, appeared on 
tha surface. 


"Tho men who were tugging at the ropo 


dropped it and tumbled backward in their 
fright, and it looked for a momout like 
the devilfish was going to cuiuo on deck or 
pull tho entire tackle into the sea with 
him. 
His groat balofiil eyes gleamed an- 


grily as he came to tho tap, and his sliiuy 
arms were writhing and tossing on tho 
waves, and you never saw a lot of dyna- 
miters as barily frightened aa wo. 
" 'Touch oft the charge!' shouted the 


engineer, but that was not practicable, aa 
it had already failed to explode, and be- 
sides it might have endangered tlio vessel.

Concerning the proposed five mile pur- 


suit relay bicycle race between Pittsfield 
and local Association Wheelmen for a J5J 
silver vase, offered by the Berkshire Ag- 
ricultural association to be run at their 
fair in Pittsfield, September 14; there 
seems to be a little dissatisfaction on the 
part of the Pittsfield rider". 


The local association sent in a proposi- 


tion which was accepted by Secretary 
Wright of Berkshire Agricultural associa- 
tion, Thursday morning, when he visited 
C. H. Hubbard of the local Wheel- 
men. 
However a letter was received 


this morning to the eft'ect that Pittsfield 
men wish ic understood that all riders 
must be Pittsfield and North Adams men- 
Which to those interested from this city 
means that a certain rider, who is a mem- 
ber of tho Association wheelmen, has 
always ridden in their races, is employed 
here, but does not reside in the city, is to 
be barred from participating in the above 
match. Accordingly a reply was sent 
that if such was the meaning of Pittsfield's 
exception the race would not occur. The 
following is a Pittsfield view of this affair: 


One of the leading attractions of the 


coming fair of the Agricultural society 
promised to be a relay pursuit race be- 
tween bicycle teams from Pittsfield and 
North Adams. A handsome vase, valued 
at not leas than §50, was offered as a, 
prize, the race to be for 15 miles, each 
team to be allowed six riders, alternat- 
ing every half mile, with the priv- 
ilege of using an unlimited number' of 
pacemakers. The offer for a race of this 
kind met with a- ready acceptance from 
local 
riders. 
With 
North 
Adams, 


however, it was different. 
The north 


Berkshire riders flatly refuse to agree to 
any such race as proposed but will be will- 
ing to compete in a race in which they are 
allowed the privilege of naming all condi- 
tions. What the outcome of the North 
Adams riders' offer will be is not known. 
It will be considered without delay by the 
Agricultural society officials and the Pitts- 
field riders.
